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Preface 


This course in English intonation is suitable for any student 
who has studied English for more than two or three years. It 
consists of twenty lessons, each lesson having material for about 
an hour’s work. To teach this course, one does not need to be 
able to read tonemarks (though these are provided in the book) ; 
all one needs is a tape-recorder or language laboratory. 

The description of English intonation used in the course is 
basically that of J. D. O’Connor and G. F. Arnold to whom 
I owe a great debt. Their system of tonemarks, however, proved 
too comprehensive for this course and has been simplified in 
certain respects. 

Thanks are due to the classes out of whose reactions the 
present course took shape; to Mrs J. Ager who typed and re- 
typed the different versions; and to Mrs P. Hickey who faith- 
fully recorded and commented on the successive drafts. 
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Introduction 


Intonation means the rise and fall of the voice during speech. 
This change of pitch has a different importance in different 
languages. Some languages like Chinese use it to show a differ- 
ence between words; other languages like English use it for a 
variety of purposes; to show grammatical contrasts (‘John’ 
said with the pitch rising is a question, with the pitch falling a 
statement) ; or to show the attitude of the speaker. This course 
concentrates on the speaker’s attitude. 

Just as languages differ in grammar and vocabulary, so do 
they differ in intonation. While the attitudes of an Englishman 
and a Swede may be the same towards a particular topic, the 
ways in which they express these attitudes by means of intona- 
tion most probably differ. So an utterance may reveal one 
attitude to the Swede and another to the Englishman. A mis- 
take in intonation like a grammatical mistake is a mistake in 
one’s use of the language. However, an Englishman who hears 
a mistake in intonation does not react in the same way as when 
he hears a grammatical mistake; he is prepared to make allow- 
ances for the foreigner’s faulty grammar but he does not make 
the same allowances for the foreigner’s intonation. Instead he 
will think, not that the foreigner is making a mistake, but that 
he possesses the wrong attitude. While it is important that the 
student should master all the individual phonemes in ‘Good 
morning’, it is also extremely important that he should master 
the intonation. A beautifully articulated ‘Good morning’ said 
with the intonation characteristic of anger may have more 
disastrous results than saying nothing at all. 


How to teach this course 
Two methods can be used, according to the equipment avail- 
able to the teacher. In the first method a tape-recorder is used 
in the classroom and followed by work in a language labora- 
tory; in the second only a tape-recorder is necessary. In both 
methods only the teacher has a book; the class are exposed 
solely to the tapes. 
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Method 1. Tape-recorder and language laboratory p 
The lesson is first presented to the students on a tape-recorder in 
the classroom; this takes about half an hour. The students then 
follow up with intensive practice in the laboratory for a further 
half hour. 

In the classroom the teacher plays the tape to the i i 
He gets the class to engage in the activities mentioned on s 
tape and stops to explain any strange vocabulary and to an 
the characters and topics in the conversations.

The intention, then, is that the student should be ede 
aware that he is studying intonation. Rather he is arg ouch 
English people talking and trying to find out and imitate n z 
they are feeling. There is only one point in each lesson whe i 
his attention is directed to an intonation pattern as such an 
that is in the first drill. This consists of ten to fifteen canre 
of the pattern he is studying. This enables the teacher to SEDE 
the students can hear and repeat the pattern before proceeding 
to the rest of the lesson. r 

During this period the teacher should check by individual or 
choral work that the students are on the right lines. The 
emphasis is, however, on discussing the content of the lesson in 
terms of the characters and their behaviour. Itis in the language 
laboratory that the student practises intensively. 

It may be helpful to take as an example Lesson Four of the 
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course and show how the teacher might handle it in the class- 
room. 

Drill one. The tape asks the students to repeat a number of short 
sentences to establish the pattern of the voice starting high and 
level and then falling. The teacher gets the class to repeat the 
sentences until they do it acceptably. 

Drill two. The tape now asks the student to do some mental arith- 
metic but to give his answers in a polite and friendly way, i.e. 
using the required intonation pattern. The teacher should 
perhaps remember that he is teaching intonation, not arith- 
metic, and that the wrong answer in arithmetic may be given 
with the right intonation! Tf the class is large, the teacher can 
easily improvise some more examples so that everyone can have 
a turn. 

Drill three. The tape asks the student to repeat one side of a con- 
versation between a house-agent and prospective client. The 
house-agent uses the required intonation pattern throughout. 
The teacher develops the conversation in the usual way but 
emphasises the house-agent’s polite and friendly attitude. 
(What’s wrong with having purple wallpaper and yellow cur- 
tains? Is the house expensive? Do you think the woman will 
buy it? Does the house-agent believe what he says?) 

Drill four. The tape asks the student to perform a simple gram- 
matical drill but to keep the same attitude throughout. The 
drills that involve grammatical points in this course are always 
simple so that the student’s attention is not distracted from the 
main point. The teacher makes certain the class can handle the 
grammatical point and insists on them using the right attitude. 

Drill five. This is a test drill in which the student has to distinguish 
between different attitudes. If the teacher likes, this drill can 
be postponed to the laboratory period; the answers are of 
course on the tape. If the students give wrong answers, it is 
highly useful if the teacher can imitate what the sentence would 
sound like if said in the student’s way. 

Drill six. This is a revision drill of the same type as Drill Three and 
would be handled in the same way. 
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~ In the laboratory period that follows the students should 
work individually. The teacher monitors, corrects where neces- 
sary, and answers appeals for help. All the students should be 
able to cover the material twice; the better ones three times. 
The recommended method is that the first time the student 
should record his answers, the second he should listen to his 
recording and compare it with the tape, and the third, if he 
has time, he should record a perfected version.

So far we have been dealing with tonegroups consisting of 
only one syllable. When there are syllables following the nuclear 
tone, the pitch can do one of two things: continue the move- 
ment of the nuclear tone or remain the same. With the falling 
nuclear tones the pitch usually remains low.

Following the nuclear tone the mark (,) is used to show a low 
stressed syllable. Thus the above example is marked as ‘Tape- 
recorder. After the rising nuclear tones, however, the pitch 
usually continues to rise.

Following the nuclear tone the mark C) is used to show a high 
Stressed syllable. The example is then marked as /Tape- 
recorder. When there is more than one such mark, each is 
said on a higher pitch than the one preceding it. 

When there are syllables preceding the nuclear tone, there are 
also two possibilities; the Pitch can be either high or low. When

To avoid confusion, other punctuation marks are not used, except 
for a full stop at the end of a sentence. 


The Grading 
Obviously all the intonation features detailed above cannot be 
taught simultaneously. Instead they are introduced in a care- 
fully selected order. One nuclear tone is dealt with at a time, 
first on monosyllabic utterances, and then on longer utterances. 
The following list gives the grading of the course.

The Attitudes 
While it is easy to say that intonation is linked to attitude, it is 
unfortunately not so easy to say that one particular intonation 
pattern is always linked to one particular attitude. In the first 
place the attitude is dependent on the context of situation. A 
remark that sounds friendly in one situation may sound rude 
in another; the way of being polite to one’s wife is different 
from the way of being polite to one’s employer. What has just 
been said, what has just happened, the character of the 
speaker, the relationship between speaker and hearer — all these

affect the hearer’s interpretation. For this reason Active Intona- 
tion concentrates the student’s attention on the situation in 
which the intonation pattern is heard; in another situation the 
pattern may convey a totally different meaning. 

In the second place, the attitude that is implied varies not 
only according to the situation but also according to the gram- 
matical structure of the sentence. An intonation pattern that is 
perfectly polite and agreeable for an affirmative sentence may 
be slight abrupt and aggressive for an interrogative sentence.

The following chart lists the combinations of grammatical 
structure, intonation pattern and attitude that are used in the 
course. There is no implication that a given combination 
always conveys the same attitude; the situation must always 
be borne in mind. The names for the different attitudes are 
labels and other synonyms would do just as well. One that 
should be noted in particular is the use of ‘polite and friendly’. 
The intonation patterns that are described as ‘polite and 
friendly’ are those to which no particular attitude can be 
attached; they are the neutral unmarked patterns in ordinary 
conversation and have no implications other than polite 
interest, 

Not all the possible combinations are taught in this course. 


The criteria of selection were that they should be common in 


everyday speech and useful for the student in his own speech.
